Washington — The most dif- 


ficult type of con artist to cope 
with is the one who gives a 
false impression without ut- 
tering a falsehood. 


We are talking about the 


payrollers who are shuttling 
in and out of the President's 
office in Texas with budget 
estimates for fiscal year 1968. 


There is a regular output 


of mish-mash about trimming 
the budget that would give 
the unsuspecting taxpayer the 
impression that Lyndon John- 
son and his officials are going 
to save him a dollar.

Kuchel, R-Calif., will be re- 
elected to this position despite 
the fact that he flagrantly 
failed to support the success- 
ful candidacy of Ronald Rea- 
gan for the governorship of 
their home state.
